CHAPTER SEVEN 

SIN 

God has created us thus we may become happy man. When there is peace in 
our heart then only can become happy man. Whoever tries to become holy 
like God, their relationship with God remains good! When relationship with 
God remains good then we feel happy in our heart. God knows that we are 
weak as man. Thus, we cannot always live according to the will of God. 
That means we commit sin. Since we commit sin, so, we cannot become 

fully holy. In this chapter, we will 
see how we commit sin against 
God and kinds of sins. We shall 
also see the consequence of sin 
and how can we live without 
committing sin. 

What is sin? 

Our Mother- Father commands us 
to do various things or advises us 
walk through just path. They love 
us and want of our good. When we 
obey their commands they become 
happy. If we do not obey their 
commands they become sad. God 
is our Father. We are his children. 
The commandments which God 
has given to us, we know them. 
Knowing His commandments, when we do not do those, then we commit sin. 
Therefore, we can say, "knowingly and with freedom, not doing the 
commandments of God is sin." Often, we disobey His commandments in our 
thoughts, speech and actions. 
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Kinds of Sin 

There are two kinds of sin: Original sin and Actual sin. 

1. Original Sin: Adam and Eve, the first parents of us were living happily in 
Eden garden. God forbidden them not to eat the fruit of a special tree. But 
they disobeyed God and hearing the word of Satan they ate fruit of that tree. 
This way they disobeyed God. Disobedience is their first sin. Their sin is 
called the original sin. Since their sin, all men are bom with the mark of 
original in their souls. We do not commit this sin either knowingly or with 
free will. The mark of original from our souls is cleansed through the 
Sacrament of Baptism. 

2. Actual Sin: Using our free will and knowingly, the sin we commit is 
called actual sin. For an example, we know that it is stated in the 7th 
commandment, "do not steal". Knowing that if we steal someone's thing, 
then we commit sin. Because knowingly and with free will, we commit that 
it. Through penitence and the Sacrament of Confession, we get forgiveness 
of this sin. 


Moral Teaching of the story of Lost Son and Forgiving Father 

One day, Jesus told a story. A man has two sons. One day, 
the youngest son told his father, "Father, give my share 
c of my property that falls to me". Father gave him his 
share. He sold of that share and went away to a far 
country with money. He began living a bad life 
over there. He wasted all his money by drinking 
wine and merry making. Then severe famine 
arouse in that country. He began starving and 
suffering. He got a job in a house to feed 
swine in order to meet his hunger. There also, 
he could not eat. He would have gladly fed on 
country that pods the swine ate. 
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Then he recalled his father’s love. In his father's home many people have 
enough to eat. Whereas, here he is dying in hunger! Then he decided that he 
would go back to his father. Back home, he will ask pardon from his father. 
He it did as he thought of. 


He came back to his father. Father forgave him. Getting him back well, 
father became very happy and embraced him. Put on him the best cloth. Put 
a ring on his hand. Killed the fatted calf and arranged a huge banquet. 
Finding back the lost son, all began merry making at home.

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CHAPTER ELEVEN 


SACRAMENT 


In the word sacrament is called a reformation or religious occasion. We have 
already known about the seven sacraments. The names of those are: 
(l)Baptism; (2) Confession; (3) Communion; (4) Confirmation; (5) The 
anointing of the sick; (6) Priesthood; and (7) Marriage. Now we shall know 
what is sacrament. After that we should know elaborately about Baptism. 

What is Sacrament? 

Sacrament is some outward sign or means through those the Holy Spirit 
pours God's grace in our heart. We can see grace as the life of God. Pouring 
rains from the sky, juice is created in the soil and increases the fertility. As 
such God's grace also wets and makes our life fertile. 

We can't see God with our visible eyes. We don't see His grace with our 
physical wyes of faith we can see God and His grace. Though some external 
signs are used in the sacraments, the holy spirit gives us grace in our heart. 
Some such signs are; The Holy Bible, Humane word, Holy water, candle 
fire, sign of the cross, bread, wine, ring etc.,... 

Baptism and its usefulness : 

Baptism is a significant sacrament of the Church. This is called the entrance 
door of the church because this is to be received, before the other 
sacraments. In Catholic Church and Anglican Church the children and the 
adults both are given baptism. In Protestant Church only the adults are 
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given baptism. Baptism is also called dipping into water. Baptism is 
called religious ritual in the Protestant Church. 

Jesus Christ himself instructed his apostles to give baptism. He told them to 
go to the people of all the nations of the world. He told them preach the good 
news to them. He told them to Baptize those who believes in the Gospel. 
Jesus the son of God was bom as man. He died and resurrected for us. He 
has founded a new society. 

This we call Christian Church. 

This is a big family. God is 
the head of the family of Jesus 
Christ Is the first child of this 
family? He opened up the 
Path for us to enter the God's 
family through Baptism a 
Christian receives the sign of 
Holy Spirit in his heart. As the 
seal is given on paper as such 
our heart is sealed as well. 

This seal can never be erased. 

He becomes Christian all 
along his life. 

The Baptism Ceremony 

a) The Baptism in the Catholic Church. 

The father-mother and the God father and mother are present in this 
ceremony. The priest draws a sign of cross on the forehead of the child. The 
parents and the God parents of the child on behalf of him/her denounce the 
Satan. Then, confess the Christian faith. After that pouring water on of the 
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child, the priest says, " the name of the baptismal candidate —. In the 
name of the Father, Son and the Holy Spirit I am baptizing you." After that 
the holy oil is massaged on the forehead of the child. The parents and the 
God parents take in hand the burning candle. They promise to keep the faith 
in the heart of the child burning. Coming to age he himself promises to 
denounce the Satan to keep our faith burning.

b. The Baptism in the Protestant Church 


The children are not given baptism but they are brought to Church and 
offered to God. The children becoming grown up express their willingness 
to be baptized. Then they are given baptism. Along with the parents the God 
parents remain present during baptism. Those who seek baptism are dipped 
into the pond or river and given baptism. During the time of baptism the 
pastor says" "The name of the baptism seeker —I baptize you in the name 
of the Father, Son and the Holy Spirit." After that the baptized person 
becomes a member of the Christian Church.

He taught us so that we serve the poor- 
distressed, needy and the neglected. We 
can serve God by serving them,.” We 
can express our love for him . This is why 
from age to age many people dedicate 
their lives to serve the poor, afflicted and 
the neglected. Because of this Mother 
Teresa was a noble woman. In front of 
the people she is an example of the 
model of service. 

Mother Teresa's Birth and Childhood 

Mother Teresa was bom on 26 August, 1910. She was bom scopia in Yugoslavia 
(in present Macedonia). Her father's name was Nicola Boiaggio. Mother's name 
was DranaphileBoiaggio. His father's real home was in Albania and 
mother's was in Kosovo.Nicola and Dranaphile family had three children. 
Mother Teresa was third and the youngest. In childhood Mother Teresa's 
name was Agnes GonzaBoiaggio. Her body color was purple. As a result her 
elder brothers named herGonza.The word Gonza means the petal of flowers 
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In childhood hearing the speech of the work of kindness, Mother Teresa was 
moved. After that Agnes became interested in the service of the Church. She 
started to study more about it. She spent much time in prayers and religious 
songs. 

Vowed Life 

In youth a great desire to engage her whole life in the work of God arose. 
She went to a priest and told him about the word of her mind. That priest 
helped her to take the decision of life. After that she joined the Loreto 
Sisters congregation of Novitiate at the age of 18. She loved St. Teresa 
of small flowers very much. That’s why she took the name Teresa after 
completing her Novitiate. After completing her Novitiate Teresa came 
to India as a nun. Sister Teresa got the responsibility of teaching in St. Mary's 
School of Calcutta. She taught geography and Christian religion there. 
Seeing the poor and the afflicted then she was very much hurt. She 
started to think to dedicateherself fully for their service. She received 
final profession on 24 May, 1937. After that on the way to Daijeeling she 
heard a mixed call of God. God asked her to dedicate her life for the service 
of the poorest of the poor. Taking the permission from the Pope she left the 
Loreto Convent. After that she was absorbed in serving the poor people lying 
uncared in the streets of Calcutta. Since this time she is known as the guardian 
angel to the sick and dying people in the city streets of Calcutta. She started 
wearing the white sari with blue piping. 

The Congregation of the Missionaries of Charity 

Mother Teresa opened a school in the slum area of Calcutta for the poor 
children. She educated them cleanliness side by side with school study. After 
a long thinking she decided to open a Congregation for the service of the 
poor and distressed. For this reason she asked for the permission from the 
Pope. Having permission from the Pope she founded the Congregation of 
the Missionaries of Charity in 1950. After that she opened a service center 
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called 'Pure Heart'. She gave shelter to the shelter less and the dying patients 
here. She took care of them with her own hand. Very soon the fame of her 
work spread far and wide, and she started to open new centers. The number 
of the members of the Congregation began to increase further. She opened 
the first home in Bangladesh in 1972. At present there are 11 service centers 
in this country. In her centers bling, crippled, old, Lepers and dying patients 
are treated. In every step of her work many obstacles used to come. But no 
obstacles could stop her work. 

Mother Teresa in the Service of the Neglected 

The heart of Mother Teresa was like a huge ocean. 

She was filled with the love and 
the helpless and the poor. One day she 
picked a dying man from beside a 
His whole body was filled with 
full of bad smell. Mother 
washed his scars with hot water 
cleaned them, nursed him with 
own hand. Seeing that the 
said, "Till date I lived on the road 
like a dog. Getting your service 
and love now I am going to die 
an angel." Whenever Motl 

Teresa heard about a man who had Mother Teresa in the Service of the Neglected 
no one to care for then and there 

she went running to him. She nursed all with her own hand irrespective of 
lepers and tuberculosis patients, orphan children, dumb, deaf and the 
crippled. She took them on chest with deep love. She used to see the face 
of God in the neglected people. 
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Mother Teresa was rewarded with awards 

The people of all classes were happy with her work. She was rewarded with 
different awards. Among them the most prestigious one is the' Nobel Peace 
prize' she was rewarded with the award on 18 Oct, 1979. The money she 
received from the award was totally donated by her to her service centers. 

The death of Mother Teresa 

Mother Teresa died of cardiac arrest on 5 September, 1997 at the age of 87. 
She was buried in Calcutta. At this time the great world leaders along with 
thousands of people were present there. Her tomb has become a place of 
pilgrimage at present. 

Blessed Mother Teresa 

There are a quite a number of brothers and priests members in her 
congregation. There are more than five thousand members in 137 countries 
in the world. Mother Teresa was declared blessed on 09 October, 2003 .b It is 
expected that very soon she would be declared a saint in the Church. She 
would remain as Ihe inspiration for love, kindness and service in the heart of 
all.

Sometimes some accident takes place in the nature. Such as, Cyclone, Tornado, 
Hurricane, flood, Drought, Tsunami, Earthquake etc. These take place in 
natural way. We call them natural calamities. All these mishaps cause harm 
to man, animals, birds, crops and wealth and reaches. These cause great 
harm to the environment. Due to this hindrance are created on the way to 
progress and prosperity of the country. Here we will point out the harmful 
sides of the earthquake and our duties after the earthquake. 

Things to be done during earthquake 

If in the house we will have to sit down or lie down the strong table or bed. 
Until the earthquake stapes we will have to stay there. We should keep away 
from the glass door-window and glass. We should remain aloof from using 
lift. If get caught under the debris we have to blow the whistle if we have 
along. Otherwise, hit hard repeatedly on the water pipe or the wall. If all 
these are not possible loud shouting is to be made. 

Doings after the earthquake 

After the earthquake stops you will have to look around and see if it will be 
safe to get out. If safe, then you will have to come out of the house. Slowly, 
slowly, you will have to make your own self quiet. Wounded and stranded 
people will have to be helped. Especially the children and the elderly people 
will have to be helped first. Those who are in need should be given primary 
treatment, serious wounded persons should not be moved alone too much; 
rather they should be kept in the same place. Helping people should be called 
in. If there is any fire extinguishable should be extinguished. Because it is 
said many a time fire breaks out after the earthquake. If there is any battery 
operated radio should be switched on. The emergency operation about 
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the rescue should be listened. If on the sea shore area, should be aware 
about Tsunami. If smell gas, going quietly the main line of the gas should 
be put off. After that one should go away from there, because there is every 
possibility of catching fire. If any electric line is tom, the main line of electricity 
should be put off. 

Assistance in rescue and nursing 

Due to the earthquake often there is a great harm. The most important thing is:

We did not eye witness the liberation war that took 
since in our country in 1971. We knew about it from our superiors' radio, 
television and reading newspaper. We know many people of our country 
everescue embraced martyrdom.

What is Liberation War ? 



We were being exploited by the Pakistani rulers. The people of our country 
became united to get free from the oppression. In a historical speech of 7 
March 1971 The father of the nation Bangabandhu 
Sheikh Muzibar Rahman called for the struggle 
of liberation. In That year the 25 March the 
Pakistani rulers started the mass killing in this 
country. In such situation Bangabandhu 
declared freedom of the country on 26 March 
in the early hour of the day. They killed 
numerous people, burnt into ashes 
houses. To free the country from their hand 
the people of our country joined the liberation 
war. After long nine months of war we got 
victory on 16th December, 1971. This war is 
called Liberation war. Those who fought for 
the freedom of the country we call them 
freedom fighters. These who have given their 
ynvaluable lives, we call them martyrs. 
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Mistier Martyrs 

The people of all religious dimensions Joined the liberation war of 
Bangladesh. All of them fought to free the country. None of them 
also thought who is of which religion. The only thought was how 
the Pakistanis could be defeated. How can our country be freed? 

The contribution of the Christians in the liberation war is great. 

Like others the Christians fought in the war in two ways. Some took 
part in the war directly and some took part from behind the scene. 

At least 24 Christians embraced martyrdom in this war. Among them there 
are three priests. The names of the Priest are : Fr. William Evans CSC, Fr. 
Lucas Marandy and Fr. Mario Veronesie, SX. During the liberation many 
Fathers, Brothers and Sisters gave shelter to the freedom fighters and served 
them. Helped them giving money. Those who lost their houses and belongings 
they gave them shelter in the Parish and 
church school. Many cooked for the freedom 
fighters and reached them news. During the 
liberation many Fathers, Brothers and Sisters 
gave shelter to the freedom fighters and 
served them.
